Nebraska’s unicameral legisla­ 
ture has advanced another notch 
in its legislative grind by clearing 
the general file of pending bills.

The broadcast added that Ad­ 
miral Mineichi Koga had been 
named Yamamoto’s successor and 
“already w-as in command,” Koga 
formerly was commander of the 
Japanese fleet in Chinese waters. 
Yamamoto had served as com­ 
mander-in-chief of the combined 
fleet since August 30, 1939, 
He previously hail served as 
vice minister of naval affairs and 
as chief of general staff for the 
naval air force.

Richard Tregaskls, International 
News Service ace war corre­ 
spondent just returned from the 
south Pacific, today urged the 
American 
nation 
to keep the 
wheels of industry turning "for 
the boys out there.” 
Praising the army, navy and 
marines "for the Job they are 
doing 
in 
the 
south 
Pacific,” 
Tregaskls, whose book "Guadal­ 
canal Diary” long has been a best 
seller, told a large gathering of 
New York’s civic, business and 
professional leaders attending the 
Banshees luncheon: 
“Those boys deserve all the co­ 
operation we can give them in 
this country.” 
Urging an end to Internal strife 
and strikes which interrupt the 
flow of supplies to the Pacific war 
theatre, the correspondent added 
that 
"out 
there, 
our 
soldiers, 
sailors and marines have to keen 
on the job; if they don't they die.” 
Tregaskls said he was most im­ 
pressed with the fact that 10,000 
men kept the story of the bomb­ 
ing of Tokyo secret for an entire 
vear before it finally was re­ 
leased bv the U. S. navy depart­ 
ment. Of his experiences aboard 
the task force from which the 
American pilots took off on that 
mission, he concluded: 
“I was thrilled and not a little 
frightened and greatly Impressed 
by the bravery of the men taking 


off on what some of them must 
have regarded as a suicide mis­ 
sion. 
My 
greatest 
impression, 
however, is the fact that 10,000 
men could keep that story secret 
for a full year," 
The correspondent, who went 
into Guadalcanal with the first 
wave of U. S. marines, declared 
that he hoped to be among the 
first boatload to land on the 
shores of the Japanese mainland. 
"Those people are gangsters,” 
he said. 
"They’re trying to take 
the things you have. 
They’re 
trying to kill us. Let’s develop a 
.sadistic 
attitude 
against 
them. 
Let’s mop up.” 
The Invasion of Europe will be 
the next assignment for Trcgaskis. 
He is scheduled to leave soon for 
London. 
“I’m eager to get to Europe,” 
.said the 28-year-old Tregaskis, 
“to complete my war education. 
But later, I want to go back to 
the south pacific. 
“I want to be ir^ on the kill 
when our men meet the Japs in 
China and Japan.”

ON THE very day on which the aged Dean Peyramaie 
was finally able to aet out for Nevera to aee tho 
dying Bernadette, a stranger arrived In Lourdes. It was 
the poet Hyacinthe de Lafite. who stnèe the day of hia 
farewell party In the Cafe Français years ago had not 
set foot fn Lourdes again. He was a gravely 111 man now. 
The trouble was in his larynx—possibly cancer. 
Lafite looked up his old friends Estrade, the revenue 
officer, and Dr. Dozous, and together they strolled down 
the new Boulevarde de la Grotte, past the rows of bus­ 
tling hotels to the Hospital of the Seven Sorrows. Inside 
'the hospital the poet had to take himself firmly in hand. 
All his life he had sensitively avoided aighta of disease 
and ugliness. Now, here h*fore him, were the horribly 
afflicted who had come to Lourdes seeking a cure. 


Slowly Hyacinthe de Lafite walked past the beds of the 
sufferers. At last he and hit two friends were out in the 
fresh sir sgaln. The great sacramental procession to the 
grotto was Just passing, and the trio joined the crowd 
at the curb. 


“Do you see the chap with the bow-legs?” Dr. Dozous 
asked softly. “We atill call him the Bouhouhorts child 
hereabouts, though he’s over twenty-three now. You 
probably remember the excitement when a worklng- 
woman immersed her dying child on one of the first days 
that the spring flowed.” 
Hyacinth« de Lafite did not remember. He felt 
wretched. He needed to be alone. Taking leave of his 
friends, Lafite wandered aimlessly through the town until 


twilight. Without knowing It he came face to face with 
the grotto. He heard the even mechanical voice of the 
young priest and the murmured responses of the devout: 
“Pray for ua . . . now and In the hour of our death . . .” 
Lafite, he who had been the arch unbeliever, sank 
slowly upon his knees and murmured Into the grotto of 
the lady the familiar words of the angel’s greeting and 
of his mother’s lips and hla own childhood. And there 
came to hla lips, he knew not how, the Invocation: "Ber­ 
nadette, pray for me!" 
And Bernadette Soubirous was still living at this hour. 
Her eyes were tensely directed at a shadowed crucifix 
upon the wall. She did not dreMn that at this moment 
the lady's proudest foe was on his knees befoi« her.

As the two riv ers joined early 
tr>day some 10 miles northwest of 
the normal confluence near Alton, 
111., the number of persons driv en 
from their homes by the disastrous 
floods was close to 100,000 — as 
estimated by Red Cross officials 
and other observ ers. 
Hundreds of civ ilian recruitss— 
including high school boys and 
girls in some towns — labored 
throughout the night in towns re­ 
garded as in imminent danger, aid­ 
ing engineers and soldiers in the 
struggle to hold back the surging 
waters.

Red Cross officials rushed relief 
to the stricken families and gov ­

The Red Cross 
office at St. Louis said that in 
Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, more than 80,000 were 
homeless, while in Indiana offi­ 
cial and unofficial observ ers esti­ 
mated 12,000 were forced to flee 
their homes by the floods. The 
number left homeless in Kansas 
the sixth state affected by the 
flood, was not calculated.

While thousands of acres of 
farm lands were inundated in the 
six states and damage to crops 
was estimated at millions of dol­ 
lars, there was a degree of opti­ 
mism concerning the crop situa­ 
tion expressed by crop experts in 
Chicago. 
They said the most serious as­ 
pect of the flood situation as it 
applied to the nation’s food sup­ 
ply concerned corn, planting of 
which has been delayed by the 
floods. But, they said, it was con­ 
sidered possible that this loss of 
time would be made up by warm, 
sunny weather during the sum­ 
mer. They added that in the big 
crop area a late spring had de­ 
layed corn planting one or two 
weeks, before farm lands were 
inundated. They also said that 
the danger exists in the fact that 
autumn frosts may kill the crop 
before it is matured, because of 
the late plantings.

—The exp ected “homecoming" oi 
John L. Lcwli and his United 
Mine Work ers to the American 
Federation of Labor foreshadows 
the early retirement of President 
William 
Green, 
comp etent ob- 
aerveri of labor p olitics p redicted 
today. 
Two collateral effects also were 
foreseen: 
A blow to the asp irations of 
■ecretary-treasurer George Meany 
to attain the AFL p residency, and 
the p ossible election of Lewis 
himself to that office. 
Lewis is not heading back to 
the AFL to be a second-stringer, 
labor circles agree. 
He is ex­ 
p ected to be out front from the 
very beginning. 
He has some 
scores to settle with Green. More 
than any other 
individual, he 
help ed Green into the AFL p resi­ 
dency. 
Green was a miner. But 
when Lewis organized the CIO, 
Green stood with the federation 
for the susp ension of the miners 
and the other unions allied with 
them 
in the new 
organizing 
venture. 
Only Retaliatio n 
Lewis' only way to retaliate 
then was to get Green exp elled 
from the United Mine Work ers, 
which he did p romp tly. This left 
Green in an embarrassing p osi­ 
tion, until the musicians union 
came along with an honorary 
membership for him. Since then, 
he and Lewis have exchanged 
some harsh words. 
Lewis forgets lik e an elep hant. 
His time may come in October, 
when the annual federation con­ 
vention and election tak es p lace. 
If Green retires it will be done 
gracefully, p erhap s on a p ension. 
Few AFL controversies are fought 
on the op en convention floor. 
Lewis’ return is fraught with 
p olitical Imp lications. 
Many be­ 
lieve he and his p rincip al ally, 
William L. Hutcheson, the car­ 
p enters’ p resident, have their eyes 
on the 1944 p residential camp aign. 
It is an accep ted fact that they 
will be in the rep ublican camp . 
Success there would restore Lewis 
to the White house guest list, a 
p rivilege he misses. 
Green Declines Co mment. 
Green, at a p ress conference 
yesterday, declined to mak e any 
p redictions about the executive 
council’s actions on the miners’ 
ap p lication for a charter. “It all 
dep ends,’’ he said, “on how thev 
work out these jurisdictional dif­ 
ferences.’’ 
Those who k now Lewis, how­ 
ever, say it is doubtful that he 
would have made any ap p lication 
In writing if its accep tance had 
not been assured in advance. 
Green said it was p ossible that 
the AFL Progressive Miners Union 


could retain its identity even if 
the UMW is readmitted. It would 
be contrary to general p olicy to 
have two unions in the federation 
with the same industrial jurisdic­ 
tion, but Green said he believed 
there were p recedents. 
He said 
the council might find it satis­ 
factory to recognize both unions 
with the understanding that th- 
p rogressives would be geograp hi­ 
cally restricted to their p resent 
field in Illinois and western Ken­ 
tuck y.

UVay Out? 


WASHINGTON, May 21—(INS) 
—A joint senate-house conference 
on taxation today ap p eared about 
ready to recommend a p ay-as- 
you-go bill including cancellation 
of 50 to 100 p er cent of 1942 or 
1943 individual income taxes. 
Desp ite p redictions of a dead­ 
lock —and other p redictions that 
congress might reject a conference 
agreement — leaders of the con­ 
ferees exp ressed confidence that a 
p ay-as-you-go bill can be framed 
The most lik ely comp romise, 
members said, would be for can­ 
cellation of from 60 to 80 p er cent 
of one year’s taxes, together with 
institution of a 20 p er cent p ay­ 
roll tax July 1. 
The taxp ayer’s breathing sp ell, 
however, 
p robably 
would 
be 
short lived. 
Democratic senate 
leaders said that a new bill de­ 
signed to raise the $ 16,000,000,000 
additional revenue sought by the 
treasury p robably will be con­ 
sidered after Sep t, 1. 
The joint conference resumes 
sessions today, with Sen. Walter 
F. George (D) Ga., chairman, 
p ressing for a showdown on con­ 
troversial issues.

house ways and means committee 
p rop csal of about 44 p er cent 
cancellation were before the con­ 
ference, members agreed that the 
choice lay between 50 and 100 
p er cent.

horizontal tax cancellation, with 
rich and p oor sharing alik e, ex­ 
cep t for anti-windfall p rovisions 
designed to p revent those mak ing 
huge sums during the war from 
gaining an advantage. 
“There is a disp osition to agree 
on a bill and I hop e we can settle 
p oints of division today,’’ said 
George.
